No  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  by  the  Council  for  co-ordination 
with  any  other  Ambulance  or  Ambulance  Services. 

The  majority  of  the  working  classes  in  the  District 
are  subscribers  to  Voluntary  Hospital  and  can  in 
cases  of  necessity  rely  upon  the  Hospital  Ambulance; 
those  who  are  not  subscribers  to  the  Voluntary 
Hospitals  are  dealt  with  by  the  Relieving  Officer.

1,  Water o The  Scheme  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Bidford 

on  Avon  and  Salford  Priors  areas  was  "begun  towards  the 
middle  of  the  year  and  the  reservoir  and  the  pump  will  have 
"been  practically  completed.  Nearly  seven  of  the  fourteen 

miles  of  mains  which  are  to  he  constructed  have  been  laid. 

The  Alcester  Waterworks  Company  laid  a new  pipe  line  to  a 
Spring  in  the  Parish  of  Kinwarton  approximately  li  miles 
east  of  the  Town  of  Alcester.  An  automatic  electric 

pumping  station  was  constructed  to  augment  the  supply  of 
water  to  Alcester  in  time  of  droughts  The  minimum  flow 

of  this  spring  since  1921  has  been  nearly  40,000  gallons,  the 
yield  being  measured  at  the  end  of  dry  periods. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
Council  agreed  to  have  samples  of  water  analysed  chemically 
and  bacteriologically  every  quarter.  In  the  case  of  each 

of  the  two  small  supplies  to  Great  Alne  and  Steppes  Piece 
chlorination  has  been  adopted  at  the  times  when  the  samples 
were,  on  examination,  not  up  to  standard. 

The  water  supplied  to  Studley  by  the  East  Y/orcestershire 
Waterworks  Company  is,  according  to  monthly  analyses,  of 
excellent  quality. 

it  . Drainage.  The  only  sewer  which  has  been  laid  during  the  year 

is  a shorn;  length  to  connect  up  the  new  Housing 
Estate  on  the  Kinwarton  Road,, 

The  Sewage  Works  at  Studley  continue  to  give  a good  effluent 
and  are  quite  capable  of  treating  the  whole  of  the  sewage  , 
of  the  village. 

The  Alcester  Sewage  Works,  though  overloaded,  continue  to 
treat  the  sewage  of  the  Town  without  undue  pollution  of  the 
RIv@r  Arrow; 

2 ».  Rivers  and  Streams.  No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Local 

Authority  to  check  the  pollution  of  rivers 
and  streams  in  the  area.  So  far  as  is  knov/n  the  rivers  and 

streams  have  suffered  no  additional  pollution.

ii„  Public  Cleansing.  The  arrangements  for  the  collecting  and 

emptying  of  dustbins  is  the  same  as  in  past 
years.  There  is  one  Freighter  Refuse  Removal  Vehicle  for 

the  v/hole  of  the  District,  The  number  of  dustbins  to  be 
collected  and  emptied  has  increased  from  1,864  in  the  year 
1933  (when  the  Refuse  Removal  vehicle  was  bought)  to  2, 520 
in  1938.  This  means  that  there  is  a very  serious  delay 

in  the  collecting  and  emptying  of  dustbins,  many  of  which  can 
only  be  emptied  once  in  fourteen  days.  The  average  daily  amount 
of  refuses  collected  by  the  vehicle  totals  28  cubic  yards. 

The  above  figures  do  not  refer  to  Aston  Cantlow  and  Wilmcote 
where  privy  refuse  has  to  be  collected.

Milk  and  Dairies  Orderc  During  the  year  194  inspections  of 
farm  premises  were  made.  The  conditions  generally  have  been 
found  to  be  satisfactory,  the  improvement s ' required  being 
generally  of  a minor  character.  In  many  cases  the  greatest 

need  is  of  a proper  separate  dairy  for  the  cooling  of  milk 
and  storage  of  utensils.  Drainage  is  another  frequent 

cause  of  fault.  Reconstruction  of  cowsheds  has  been,  or  is 

being  carried  out  in  four  cases;  seventy  two  minor  structural 
alterations  were  required  and  twenty-seven  of  these  have  been 
carried  out.  There  were  thirty  one  other  contraventions 

of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders  and  twenty  five  of  these  have 
been  put  in  orders 


A new  Register  of  Producers  was  made  and  this  shows  a total 
of  116  producers.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a survey 

was  made  for  the  County  Council  of  the  number  of  milking  cows 
in  the  district,  the  number  at  that  time  being  1,878.

No  action  was  taken  to  shorten  the  stay  of 
uncomplicated  cases  of  scarlet  fever  or  to  replace  hospital 
treatment  by  nursing  and  supervision  at  home.  Hospital 
accommodation  has  been  used  to  the  best  advantage  and  all 
patients  notified  as  suffering  from  either  scarlet  fever  ^r 
diphtheria  have  been  admitted  to  Hospital, 

No  cases  of  non-not if iable  acute  infectious  diseases  were 
reported  and  no  cases  of  either  measles  or  whooping  cough  have 
been  admitted  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital, 

No  steps  have  been  taken  to  provide  artificial  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  in  Hospitals,  residential  Institutions  or 
in  Schools.  Measles  serum  for  prophylaxis  or  attenuation  has 
not  been  used  in  the  District.
